He points out that although 
much is now known about the 
fundamental particles of na- 
ture and the forces which act 
between them, the actual 
magnitude of these forces’ and 
the masses of the particles 


are not explained. . Indeed, 
says Hoyle, physics is still 
“appallingly ugly.” full of 
“strange numerical values” 


which are unexplained. 


Time Changes 


This may te because the 
physicist has assumed that the 
forces he is dealing with can 
be explained “‘locally’’—and 
that they do not change with 
time. But astronomy may 
show, Hoyle says, that forces 
observed in the laboratory are 
in fact affected by “‘long- 
range couplings” with the 
rest of the universe—and that 
quantities regarded as ‘‘con- 
stant” are actually changing 
very slowly with time. 

Thus astronomy could be 
“midwife” to a major revolu- 
tion in physics by 1984. 

, Closer- to —home, several 
authors emphasize the im- 
portance of caring for the 
Earth's natural resources— 
minerals, soil, water, air. Wa- 
ter, in particular, will need to 
be most carefully husbanded. 
Consumption is soaring in ad- 
vanced countries, and _less- 
developed countries need 
much expanded supplies, not 
only for hygiene and better 
living standards, but for ir- 
rigation. 

According to M. Pierre Laf- 
fitte of Paris, the world’s wa- 
ter supplies will have to be 
doubled by 1984, and the cost 
may_be_a_ staggering. $2,800,-

For tent light, an old-fash- 
foned candle is sufficient, or 
if one happens to be a sleep- 
ing-bag reader, one of the ex- 
cellent six-volt lanterns now 
on the market. 

These last make a good, if 
expensive und rather heavy 
trail light. 

_For outdoors foot-travel at 
night, however, my own pref- 
erence is for a homely and 
all but costiess gadget called 
« “bug.” Few city folk have 
heard of this rig, but it has 
probably lighted—more wild- 
erness trails in British Colum- 
bia than any other device, 

It consists of a candle thrust 
through a hole in the side of 
a jam or tobacco tin, to which. 
a wire handle is attached. 

We usually have a candle 
bug or two kicking around our 
basement, and prefer them 
to flashlights for the occasional 
night stroll through our wild- 
lands to the cove. 

The _woodsman's bug —not 
only sheds a mellow golden 
glow, but throws the light 
where |he needs it. This isn't 
® nervous hundred fect ahead, 


but around and just past his 
feet 


Since you might like some- 
time to make a bug, here are 
more detailed instructions. 
First, pick an empty jam, 
tobacco or peanut butter can 
in the larger size. Not a cof- 
fee can... those are too 
ahatiow, = aaa 

Haggle a hole slightly less 
than candle size midway 
atong one -side, then ‘with 
hammer and nail, puncture a 
dozen or so draft-holes in the 
bottom. Attach a fore-arid-aft 
handle cut from  stovepipe 


‘wire-or-an~old- coat hanger, ~ 


and hunt up an ordinary white 
paraffin candle. 

Don't jam the candle too far 
through the hole, and when 
you light it, no need to worry 
about the soot which will at 
once form on the tin. A bug 
isn't seasoned until it's prop- 
erly sooted. 

Follow these directions and 
you will have a light that 
nothing less tham a hurricane 
or submersion under water 
will extinguish untimefy.

But for warmth and cheer, 
nothing beats a fire; and the 
Forest Service men who first 
thought to instal handy iron 
arates in our provincial park 
campsites deserve a special 
blessing. 

You can cook on them, get 
warm by them, and dry 
clothes at them-... although 
for thiiast necessity, I recom- 
mend three trips through the 
spimdriers -in' the nearest 
laundronne t !
